THE CITY BONDS. 


Tie 
rem ains but little dnuM that a 
very large proportion of the city debt was 
fraudulently issued, and th at if proper pro­ 
ceedings were instituted inticli of it could 
be set aside as invalid. T he rule in such 
cases should not differ from that applicable 
to private obligations. 
M unicipalities and 
States are bound by the sam e law of honor 
and responsibility which constitute the 
standards of private conduct, and therefore 
have all the rights of protest against fraud 
which belong to individual citizens. 
If, 
therefore, any part of the rily debt is 
fraudulent, ¡Us paym ent ought to bo re­ 
sisted. 
It is not enough in such cases to say that 
the bonds were* issued by* the authorized 
officers of the city, and that lienee the 
people are bound to pay them . T he law of 
agency puts all persons dealing w ith an 
agent upon inquiry as to the authority of 
the agent. Municipal officersarcthe agents 
of the m unicipality, and when they exceed 
the authority vested in them they' are per­ 
sonally ¡’’aide. T lieir unlaw ful acts do not 
bind the m unicipality, either in law nr in 
equity. 
The peoplo of this city have been spend­ 
ing m oney lavishly to keep the security of 
tiie bondholders good. T hey have built 
levees to protect the property ; they have 
levied bixo.» to buy and beautify parks, an 
to construct superior roadw ays; they con­ 
tributed liberally to build a magnificent 
Pavilion, in order to retain the annual ex­ 
hibitions of the State F a ir; 
they gave 
property to the State to secure to this city 
the seat of State G overnm ent; they have 
cxtci: led the trade of tiie city by liberal out 
lay to present its claims, and by united and 
untiring efforts have broadened the area of 
its commerce. In all respects they have acted 
in a m anner becoming an honorable and 
enterprising people. 
In none of these 
things have they received aid or encourage 
merit from the bondholders. These cormo­ 
rants have not even paid taxes on the bonds 
they own. 
It is claimed th at Daniel Meyer 
owns or holds $.">(<0,000 of the city bonds, 
worth, according to his 
own estimate, 
$500,000. These bonds, under the Constitu­ 
tion, arc assessable, since that instrum ent 
(halares that everything capable of owner­ 
ship sliall he subject to taxation. 
If any 
one will take the pains to consult tho tax 
list of San Francisco, they will find that 
his property is not there represented. Daniel 
Meyer may picad in answ er that he is onl 
agent of foreign owners. T hat is a m atter 
wc would m uch like lo see judicially in 
vostigntod. 
If Daniel Meyer has not, as is 
reliably affirmed, given in these latnds t< 
the Assessor, he is liable to crim inal prose 
cution, and such proceedings should be at 
once instituted against him . 
Ju such proceedings it will be com petent 
to inquire into lii.s relations with all public 
influences. 
In any denial he may m ake of 
the absolute ow nership o f the bonds, it 
would be incum bent upon hint to show 
that he drew upon his principal for reim ­ 
bursement for moneys said to have been 
expended in illegitim ate ways. 
It would 
also pul ali parties connected with such 
m atters uj>on the witness stand, and either 
cover them with the sliam e of public ex­ 
posure or steep them in perjury. 
If sucli 
proceedings can Ik* instituted, and the ju ­ 
dicial investiga I ion be extended to the 
breadth here indicated, we should Ik* most 
happy to suggest som e highly interest!n 
channels of inquiry. 
A t all events such I Kinds as Mr. Meyer 
owns should bo assessed to hi»». 
Wc 
arc paying the interest and m ay be forced 
to pay the principal. T hey arc property 
w ithin the m eaning of the law and are sub­ 
ject to taxation. 
In exact justice they 
should be taxable here. 
They arc in the 
nature of first mortgage Jxmtls n p o u a ll the 


property of this c ity ; and the Constitution 
says th at for purposes of taxation a m ort­ 
gage shall be deemed to be an interest in 
the property affected thereby, and tho situs 
ot such property in mortgages is held to be 
in the county where the property affected 
thereby is situated. 
In sucli a case the 
mortgage would aid in its own protection. 
W e urge upon the City Trustees the pro­ 
priety of soaking all necessary inquiry into 
the question, “ Dy whom are the bonds 
ow ned?" aud if owned in California? 
** Do they pay taxes to this com m on­ 
wealth ?”

A BOM BSHELL. 


T hat was certainly a bombshell th at Gen­ 
eral Patrick hurled into the Congressional 
investigation, now pending at Dayton, 0 .t 
concerning the adm inistration of the Sol­ 
diers' Home. 
General Patrick is Governor 
of the Home, with its beautiful park a 
mile square. W hen soldier inm ates, picked 
up at random , liad sworn that there was no 
ground for com plaint against the adm inis­ 
tration, General 
Patrick produced letters 
w hich had passed between General Rose- 
crans and General Franklin. 
In these 
Rosccrans “ gave away ” the business. Ho 
intim ated that General Patrick m ust be re­ 
moved for political reasons, and that Mr. 
M urray had told him that to keep Patrick 
In his place would cost the Democracy 
from 500 to 1,500 votes in his district- 
Franklin replied to General Rosccrans that 
M urray w as in error as to Patrick's popu­ 
larity, and th at he could not entertain the 
idea of advocating his dismissal. General 
Patrick supplem ented the reading by say­ 
ing; ‘ 1 know that M urray is pledged to 
get me out. 
I know that he is unscrupul­ 
ous in his efforts to obtain that result." 
The dispatches say that the reading of the 
letters caused 
consternation, and fairly 
paralyzed 
Rosccrans, M urray and Slo­ 
cum . 
It was pleaded that the letters 
were confidential. “ Nevertheless," replied 
General Patrick, “ they treat of public, mat­ 
ters." 
In this reply the General touches 
the quick, 
if public men w rite letters on 
public affairs, by which dark political 
schemes arc to lie promoted, the veil of 
privacy should not protect them . 
Rosc­ 
crans’ only reply to the assault of Patrick 
was that tlie letters were private. This will 
not 
do. 
The 
country 
has a 
right 
to know 
w hether Congressman 
Itose- 
crans 
is using 
his influence lo 
for­ 
ward political schemes. 
Tt is in evi­ 
dence now th at he lias done so; that he 
wrote to General Franklin urging Patrick's 
removal for political reasons, and th at Pat­ 
rick’s retention m ight, because of M ur­ 
ray’s opposition, defeat General Franklin 
for the position o f President o f the Board 
of M anagers of the H om e. T his latter ex­ 
pression sm acks of an attem pt to coerce or 
cow Franklin. 
Evidently lie was not of 
the tim ber Rosccrans supposed, since he 
lias given publicity to the correspondence. 
If Patrick is now removed the " reason 
why " will be clearly understood 
If Rosc­ 
crans and M urray were only Republicans, 
how tho Democratic press would howl about 
corruption and political persecution, to be 
sure. 


O b j e c t i o n is m ade to draining China 
filotigh, th a t the exposure of wet land will 
be more rapid than the work of covering it 
with sand, and that the exhalations of the 
soured soil will tend to create sickness. 
The reply to this would seem to be that, as 
tho drainage is to ho accomplished by a 
com paratively sm all pipe, undue exposure 
of wet soil can at any mom ent he pre­ 
vented by closing the escape gate. 
If !ot- 
owilers neglect to cover the exposed soil, 
the city has the power to do it in the gen­ 
eral interests of the public, and probably 
can recover the cost from the lot-owners. 
B ut even if th at cannot be done, the city 
can better afford to do the work of covering 
than no t to abate the nuisance. 
It w ill lie 
a hundred-fold cheaper than to attem pt to 
fill the slough. 
But we believe lot-owners 
will be anxious to avail of the new ground 
ami profit by it. Then, again, if the slough 
is supplied by springs th at keep it up to a 
iglit seven feet above the river, the drain 
pipe will not lower the body of the water, 
but tlie process will renew the water, and 
thus wash out and purify the slough. 
If 
the drain exceeds the influx of w ater from 
the supposed spring, the former can be 
essened by the egress gate, if exposure of 
land is undesirable, to equal the inflow. 
In any light, therefore, the work now 
begun is a good one, and should be prose­ 
cuted. To connect the slough with the 
river cannot do harm , if it is properly 
m anaged, and it is well to have the pipe 
laid at any rate, to aid in purification of 
the lake a t high water, if drainage be found 
dangerous. Those who object to draining 
the slough for fear of exposing w etlands, 
forget that the pum ping process below the 
city will have the sam e effect and expose 
like soil, th at should also be covered, and 
f ir w hich work arrangem ents will have to 
be made. The city is on the right track 
now toward sanitary reform, and should 
not turn backward.

Wc have nothing to say regarding Mr. 
M ohan’s opinions, since they are of no 
special weight 
as 
prophecies, but the 
“ young Irish orator’s ” speeches arc os 
plentifully .scattered about this State as 
blackberries 
n season, and their author 
will doubtless very kindly rattle off a few 
dozen more to gratify us when ho returns 
to California. 
We shall thus have the 
liencfit o f his full deliverance. 
But this 
thing of telegraphing H ugh's utterances 
before a ward club in New York is so 
am using to California readers as to take 
the edge from its im pudence. Even M ohan 
him self would not have the hardihood to 
forward liis speeches by wire. 


T hkrk is a m anly prom ptness and vigor 
and vim in Blaine's m ethod of crushing a 
scandal that will win him new friends.

On Tuesday last D. M. Del mas appeared 
before the State Board of Equalization and 
made a lengthy argum ent on the subject of 
taxation of the Central and Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroads, but addressing him self par­ 
ticularly to the Southern Pacific. E. B. 
Ryan, tax agent for the road, commenced 
to reply to some of his rem arks, w hen lie 
was sh u t off by Mr. Delmas, who said, “ I 
will not talk w ith you, sir, but with an at­ 
torney of your com pany." 
It was then ar­ 
ranged that H on. Creed H aym ond w oulilat 
some future tim o reply, w hich lie did yes­ 
terday afternoon, comm encing at 2 p. m. 


Mr. H aym ond—Mr. C hairm au and gentlem en 
of the Hoard : I appear before you as the As­ 
sistant Solicitor of the .Southern Pacific Railroad 
Com pany to reply to some observations th a t 
have been presented to the Board relating to 
th e assessable value of the Southern Pacific 
R ailroad in this State. 
I understand that 1 a p ­ 
pear by invitation o f m y learned friend, who 
was w illing and desirous th at an attorney of tho 
com pany should reply to anything th at lie had 
said, but should object to th e Tax Agent being 
heard. 
I hardly th in k it necessary—I would 
not think it necessary under all the circum ­ 
stances—to m ake this appearance, and am em ­ 
barrassed by two facts, first, th e w ant of prepa­ 
ration. as you w ere com pelled to act before Bat- 
urdav night, and second, because I l'eel som e­ 
thing like one who has been invited to a 
w edding feast and all the good things have been 
hidden from him . 1 have not been able to see 
th e docum ent upon w hich I am expected to a d ­ 
dress m yself, and have only gathered its points 
from new spaper reports nnd from the report of 
persons who heard It. 
And in the outset, as th e 
gentlem an is present w ho m ade it, I w ill state 
w hat f understand to be the points of th a t a r­ 
gum ent : 
First—Tliat the Southern Pacific is m ortgaged 
for about S3o,U00,000; that the bonds are above 
par, and therefore the road is worth and should 
in' assessed for $13,000,000. 
Second—Tlmt it is the du ty of the State Board 
to assess railroad property at its full cash value, 
notw ithstanding the fact th a t the County As­ 
sessors have assessed othc-r property for m per 
cent, below its value. 
T hird—T hat tho m ortgage am i the bonds ot 
th e Southern Pacific are considered first-class 
securities; that tiie Pacific Im provem ent Com­ 
pany, w ithin sixty days, bought from the Cen­ 
tra l’Pacific Railroad Company $3,000,090 of these 
bonds at par. 
Fourth That the least valuable portion of the 
■Southern Pacific Railroad has been sold to the 
A tchison and Topeka Com pany for m ore th an 
what the com pany claim the whole road is 
w orth. 
. 
F ifth—T hat these railroad com panies will 
only |lav tlieir taxes by com pulsion, be they 
high or low, and will, to every exteut possible, 
defeat th eir collection. 
S ixth—The com pany ftsk.- th at its roads be 
assessed by division, and in Court claim ed that 
th e assessm ent, for thul reason, was illegal 
Seventh—T hat the com pany has refused to 
take out patents, in order to keep th eir lands 
from being taxed, and have tried to kill .Senate 
Bill No. 59. 
E ighth—T hat the m en who linve built these 
roads have become w ealthy and arrogant. From 
poverty, w ithin tw enty years they have com e to 
fortunes now of over-1 0,000,000.". 
N inth—T hat there is a jiower in the sta te u n ­ 
derm ining tin -people and the best interests of 
the state, and th at power is railroad c om panies. 
T enth—A com m endation o f the Illinois sys­ 
tem for your consideration. 
If 1 have m isstated any of these propositions, 
of cutirte it is due to m e that the Board o r the 
gentlem an who was present should correct un*. 
Mr. Delmas—I suppose th a t suggestion is ad ­ 
dressed to me, and as to the first jshnt th a t you 
have made, Mr. Haym ond. I did not state as a 
fact tiiat the Mohave luam li was sold. 
I stated 
that I hud no douot that suiii was the fact, but 
disclaim ed any knowledge, and asked the Board 
or anybody to produce th e correct figures to 
verify m y assertion. As to the m ortgage o f the 
.Southern’ Pacific Railroad. I did not state th at 
the road was m ortgaged for $33,QuO.Ubu; but I 
did state that it was m ortgaged for $15,000,000. 
Yon i sixth point I did not get, and consequently 
do not know w hether— 
Mr. H aym ond—The com pany asks th a t its 
roads be "assessed by divisions, and in Court 
claim ed th at the assessm ent for that reason was 
illegal. 
Now, m ay it please th e Board, it is m a­ 
terial for the purposes of this argum ent and the 
argum ent th a t I shall m ake, w hether the m ort­ 
gage about w hich the gentlem an speaks is tor 
533,(¡00,«/JO or $15,090,000. 
1 have tho statem ent 
right before m e, and it is 830,888,000. 
Mr. Delmas—Pardon m e. but the points you 
have stated, w ith the exception of tlm t one, are 
correct; th at figure was correctly stated and is 
now correct, but they are by no m eans a ll the 
points th a t i m ade. 
Mr. H aym ond—They arc all th a t I know any­ 
thing about. 
Mr. Delmas If you desire. I w ill state some 
additional points which now occur to me. 
Mr. H aym ond—I would prefer to ju st close the 
argum ent now, because we have not tim e to 
exam ine them . t>i course th e Board to-day, 
from my know ledge o f th e question, have more 
know ledge of all of these facts th an any o f us; 
t think they have l een laboring very h ard to 
get at them , and my presence here m ay p er­ 
haps In.* necessary to correct some m isapprehen­ 
sion». 
Now, the first ¡*oiut stated by th e gentle­ 
m an is correctly stated, in one sense. tor there 
is a m ortgage upon th e Southern Pacific road 
covering au indebtedness ol ¥10,000,000. 
But he 
intends to have you believe from th at statem ent 
th at the .southern Pacific road itself is w orth 
830,888,000 because it is m ortgaged for th a t sum , 
and th at property cannot be ot a less value than 
the am ount tor w hich it was m ortgaged, and no 
m ortgage debt in the m arkets of the world com ­ 
m and a price. 
Now, m ay it please the Board, there lias been 
in this country in th e last 25 years the m ost re­ 
m arkable 
developm ent ever know n in any 
country on earth. T here has been a prosperity 
unexam pled and unparalleled. 
The bravest 
and m ost hopeful m an that liv id in this world 
50 years ago never, at any tim e, dream ed tiiut 
he should live to see a nation so strong, so pros­ 
perous, a ¡>eople so happy,free and content as he 
looks upon now. 
My learned friend w ill bear 
m e out w hen 1 state it to l>e a fact I hath he m e­ 
chanics in the em ploy o f the railroad com pa­ 
nies hi this city are living to-day surrounded by 
m ore comfort», enjoy life b etter th an any prince 
or potentate, be h e rieii and powerful, could 
has * enjoyed at th e beginning of the century, 
w hich is now finding its close. T hat is, too. fol­ 
lowing upon the heels o f the civil war, w hich 
had involved this nation in a debt greater 
th an anv 
nation has ever paid.. 
It was be­ 
cause of the unbounded resources of thiscountry 
iu Im mense tracts of agricultural, land that laid 
tifsoii th e frontier, and were entered nom inally; 
th a t it is the first country in the world th e iroii- 
tie ro f u liich was in ita center. This cam e b e­ 
cause of th e genius aud courage of ou r people. 
Bold energetic and enterprising, they w ere not 
looking to the past and falling in tiie line of 
precedent, but they were looking to the future 
and against tnc judgm ent of thoughtful m en;

charge its debt: m ade it to-day tne most pow er­ 
ful nation th at the world has ever seen. And a 
great 'talesm an has said that it is the first that 
could build a wall around itself and live w ithin 
itself. These railroads were built upon credit. 
Tlu* future was discounted, and in tim e disas­ 
trous results followed the most of them , for all 
the m en who engaged in these great enterprises; 
the people w ho controlled th eir system of roads 
alone have financially survived. They alone 
lo-,lav reap th e harvest which they have sown. 
And that is true, in spite of the fact that th eir 
roads were projected Into tlie worst territory 
w ithin the lim its ot 
the United States—the 
plain* of Arizona and of New Mexico, and 
th at 
skirting 
the 
southern 
boundary 
of 
this S tate; the 
deserts 
th a t 
lie Ik*tween 
Ogden, in Utah, Hint the sum m its o f the 
Sierras. 
THESE ROADS -WERE BITI.T UPON CREDIT, 
Upon the faith w hich m ankind have in th eir 
projectors. 
T heir oonds were floated, not be­ 
cause it was believed the roads were w orth or 
would sell in th e m arkets of the world, because 
no m an ever believed that. There are to-day. 
perhaps, any num ber o f capitalists in the world 
that would give for any leading ratlrond In the 
United States, in a settled or unsettled country, 
w hat its bonded debt calls for. And yet cap­ 
italist* take these bondi nnd they scatter them 
throughout the world. 
Many of them have 
defaulted, some perhaps m ay in a great crisis 
default vet, but these debts w ill be m aintsined 
for all tim e to come, and the future prosperity 
of the country m ay in the en 1 wipe them out 
nnd destroy them . W hen the Southern l’aeific 
R ailroad 
Company 
issued 
its 
bonds and 
took 
them 
to 
the 
New 
York 
brokers 
thev give them 55 cents on a dollar for them , 
w ith n contract th at the brokers should handle 
all o f those bonds, except some tw o o rth reeh u n - 
dred thousand dollars. They had confidence In 
the ability o f this com pany, and most of them 
knew tlm t w hen they took those bonds and 
cave them th eir credit in the European m ar­ 
kets. th at in no way perhaps in this century 
would th at railroad sell for the value of the 
face value of those bonds. 
W hy. all o f us who 
are living have seen the bonds of this Govern­ 
m ent sold for 10cents. 
We have seen the bouds 
bearing 7 3-10 per cent, interest harped upon 
the street for th at price, and yet to-day those 
sam e bonds would he worth 81 50, because of the 
faith in the perpetuity of this nation and th at 
for all tim e to eotne it w ill be able to pay its 
debts. But. gentlem en, a bond given m ay nave 
a value independent of mortgage, w hich secures 
it. 
Under the law s of the Slate of California, 
tho stockholders in these roads are personally 
and individually liable for every dollar o f the 
bonds th at are issued. 
My note in the money- 
m arkets of San Francisco for athousnnd dollars 
m ight he secured by a m ortgage upon a tract of 
land w orth 8100, m ight not com m and 81,000, but 
w ith G overnor Stonem an's 
or m y learned 
friend e indorsem ent; it m ight be worth par. 
Now, th e m ortgage of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and tlmt is part of the story that has 
not been told to vou, is not on the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad alone ; and if ever)’ bar of steel 
laid upon that road w ere to be removed and 
every tic taken from its place, the tunnels 


could be given, if th at is correctly reported. 
There are 10,000,000 acres of land granted by the 
Federal G overnm ent to 
the Southern 
P a­ 
cific R ailroad ; every 
one 
of 
those 
10,­ 
000,000 acres are included in the m ortgage 
th at secures those bonds. 
At a low estim ate, 
w hat are those bonds w orth? True, w hen we 
got them , but little; true, w hen we took them 
one single train of cars run one day in 365 would 
haul from the T ehaehepi to tide w ater every 
particle, every agricultural product raised in 
the San Joaquin valley. 
True, w hen we took 
them th at 
BEAUTIFUL VALLEY WAS A DESERT 
Anil the land grant of sm all value. But I am not 
overestim ating tin» value of th a t land grant to­ 
day w hen I say it is w orth in th e m arkets of the 
w orld an averageof tw odollars per acre. M uehof 
it has been sold at higher prices, ranging from 835 
to 8tt), sold upon long credit, but all of the 
m oney 
received, 
principal aud interest. Is 
pledged for the paym ent of these bonds as m uch 
as the railroad itself. 
And this Is not all; this 
is not all—for the Central Pacific R ailroad Com­ 
pany, w hich is said to be so pow erful th at it is 
stronger th an M ates, although th e witnesses 
disagree as to its strength and power, has in­ 
dorsed its guarantee uiion those bonds, and 
prom ised th at, in case th e Southern Pacific 
shall 
fail. In 
case tlie $100,000,000 which 
the 
gentlem an 
says 
these 
private in d i­ 
viduals have, w hich are security for these bonds, 
shall be sw ept aw ay; in c a se all these lands 
shall lie engulfed, th at th e property rights and 
credits of tlie stockholders o f tho Southern Pa- 
cifio R ailroad are pledged to secure the pay­ 
m ent of these bonds. T hen w hat have we that 
gives value to these bonds and securities? Wo 
have first the credit of the stockholders in the 
S outhern Pacific Railroad Com pany, and they 
tell 
you th a t they are w orth one hundred 
m illions 
of 
dollars 
and 
o v e r; we have 
th e 
land 
grant 
of 
10,000,000 
acres, 
every dollar of w hich

this; we have the guarantee of the Central P a­ 
cific Railroad Company. And th a t is w hat m akes 
the value of these bonds. 
And another thing, 
the gentlem an as I understand it, would have 
you assess the road at th e value. 
You do not 
assess all this road; therefore 84.000,000 of prop­ 
erty lying along the line o f this road, neither 
part of its lund grant nor part of the road w hich 
you assess, th a t has been assessed this year by 
the local Assessors. And another tiling still for 
rou to tako into consideration, and the tru th of 
w hich the gentlem an know s as well as I do, 
th a t th e Southern Pacific Railroad has not its 
equipm ent of rolling stock into 81,590,000. T hat 
is pledged under this m ortgage: th a t the West­ 
ern Developm ent Company paid to th e Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, instead of giving 
them th at equipm ent, $1.500,000 in gold coin. Now. 
gentlem en, let us lay aside this guarantee, and 
see how m uch this road is w orth upon this very 
theory, an d bring it up to

First let us tak e ten m illions of acres of land at 
two dollars an acre—820,000,000 that m akes; 
81,000.000 of other property now lying along Its 
road, m aking 824,000,000 o f property; 81J>oo,000 
w hich th at road i» lacking in equipm ent and 
rolling stock, and it m akes $25,500,000 of value, 
independent of tho road, and it leaves the road 
to stand in security for that debt, at a rate of 
som ething like 85,000 per m ile, and th a t is all. 
Now

have 
left 
out 
of 
consideration 
the vulue of this guarantee, but let me eite you 
to n single instance to show how valuable that 
guarantee is. The A tlantic aud Pacific Railroad 
Com pany have a line of road running from 
Albuquc’rque to th e Needles. Two strong cor­ 
porations—the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Kc 
Compunv and the St. Louis and Shu Francisco 
Com pany—have guaranteed the bonds of that 
com pany, and although they have got a road 
th a t cost just as m uch m oney us ours, although 
tlicv have got a land gram w hich is as valuable 
as ours, although th ey have got th e guarantee 
of these corporations, yet the standing until the 
last few m onths of the Atchison and Topeka and 
Santa Fe Company, and of the St. I.ouis and San 
Francisco Company, was not th e equivalent 
in the m oney m arket of th e world of th at 
of the C entral Pacific R ailroad Company, and 
although those bonds go into the m arket w ith 
that guarantee und w ith those pledges, they 
could get but Iiliout 65 as against from 85 to 90, 
w hich we received with a guarantee and pledge 
o fth e Central Pacific Railroad, so th at the guar­ 
antee of the C entral Pacific Railroad Company 
is w orth m ore to-day to secure the paym ent of 
those bonds three tim es over than is that South­ 
ern road. 
Now, to take those i*nints in their order, and I 
shall go over them as briefly as )»ossihlo. 
The 
next is, th at it is th e duly of the State Board to 
assess railroad property at its full cash value. 
N otw ithstanding the fact th at County Assessors 
have assessed other property, say, from 30 to 49 
l<er cent, below cost, say you have the to w er to 
re mod v th at. 
Now, gentlem en claim ing not to 
know -one-half as m uch about thl» m atter us 
vou do, say th at such is not th e fact: and that 
how ever zealous you are—and I know you have 
been zealous in the perform ance of your duties - 
it will be im possible to bring the property of this

And w hy? I am told th a t in som e coun­

The life o f this 
Board lor th a t purpose was taken aw ay w hen 
th a t authority, w hich was supposed to be con­ 
tained in the Constitution, was torn out of it by 
u decision of th e Suprem e Court of this State. 
1 know you can approxim ate it, b u t beyond that 
you cannot go. 
Yet this gentlem an w ho speaks 
in the nam e of justice, tells you th a t notw ith­ 
standing tiiat fact you m ust pursue the letter of 
the law- and value this property at it- cash 
value, although all other property in th e State 
m ay 
be valued at one-half of its value. 
It is said th a t he who knows the letter of tlie 
law absolutely knows nothing. W hat were the 
objects and purposes of all these revcuue law s? 
You m ust read them and give them construc­ 
tion: and this Board, under tiie sanction of that 
Constitution, is arbitrarily clothed w ith the 
final pow er of interpretation, 
it is a depart­ 
m ent of this G overnm ent ranking w ith a n ­ 
other departm ent o f it, and you m ust adm inis­ 
ter those laws as laws are adm inistered in 
a free 
country, in 
the 
spirit 
in which 
thev w ere dictated and 
m ade. 
Tin* ob­ 
ject" is to produce equality and uniform ity. 
And w hat we have com plained of. the Legisla­ 
ture has, so far a s it has rem edied it, said the 
State Board of E qualization w hen they assess 
this property assess it at w hat they believe to be 
its full cash value. 
In th e belief that they had 
the pow er com plete to bring every other proper­ 
ty to that standard w hich they had set up, 
the assessm ent w as m ude betore any ether 
assessm ent was m ade in the Stab*. 
W hen they 
com e to ••arry out that purpose they were met 
by th e eitv of San Fraucisoo, w here they had 
cited three thousand people to appear before* 
this Board w ith w rits o f prohibition und every 
w rit th at can be conceived of, and the Board 
was stripped of that power. And in this very 
room, in tlie year 1SS2, the C hairm an of th at 
Board in the presence of the Board said that a 
wrong had been done to this com pany, but they 
were powerless to rcm cly it 
A nd right there 
for th at year 1882 they reduced this road some 
23 percent, from the original assessm ent, to rem e­ 
dy as far as they eould. a wrong w hich they had 
claim ed to have done, and w hich I m ust believe 
was unintentionally done. And y tt the assess­ 
m ents put upon these roads were greater than 
w ere ever levied upon any railroad property in 
the United States,w ith no single exception along 
the line. 
Will the aim s of this C onstitution be 
prom oted by m aking 
pay taxes upon his prop­ 
erty at a hundred per cent, valuation, while 1( 
pays upon but fortv or fifty per cent, valuation ? 
Is th a t the way, in the nam e o f justice, in w hich 
law s are to lie interpreted? I have never known 
of such interpretations to be placed upon laws. 
I know the difficulty, of course, in m aking ta x ­ 
ation equal and uniform . 
It is alm ost im possi­ 
ble in practice: but that system w hich approxi­ 
m ates nearest to it, and w hich declares that is 
its purpose atiove all other things, the over­ 
shadow ing purpose to m ake taxation equal and 
uniform , com es nearest to a perfect system. 
T hird—Both the m ortgage and the bonds of 
the Southern Pacific are considered first-class 
securities. The Pacific Im provem ent Company, 
w ithin sixty days, bought from the Southern 
Pacific 83,900,000 of these bonds at par. 
I have 
shown you, by facts w hich cannot be gainsaid, 
that these bonds rest for security npou other 
things than this railroad ; and it is true th at the 
Pacific Im provem ent Company did, w ithin sixty 
days, btiv, from th e sinking fund of the Central 
Pacific "Railroad Com pany, $3,000,000 o f the 
Southern Pacific Railroad t*onds: and it is true 
that ihfiy paid for those bonds at par, but they 
paid for them in bonds o f th e Southern Pacific 
of New M exico at 90 cents on the dollar, and 
those bonds are not m arketable in the m arkets 
of the world to-day, although the security, in­ 
dependent o f the "land grant, independent of 
th e guarantee o f tlie Southern Pacific Railroad, 
is better th an th e security on uny railroad in 
Am erica, because the franchise on th a t road, 
protected as it is bv constitutional guarantees, 
is th e m ost valuable, as it is to run for fitly 
years. T hey hold th at franchise tinder a grant 
from the T erritory ol' New Mexico, and w ith a 
contract th a t th at road for six years shall be ex ­ 
em pt from taxation; and at no tim e w ithin fifty 
years shall any power in th a t T erritory, or in 
th at State to come, interfere w ith the regula­ 
tion of freights and fares upon th at road unless 
they charge more than lO pereent. upon the cap ­ 
ital stock ot the road. T hat m akes it of all these 
roads the most valuable, because it Is protected 
by the Constitution; and th a t no State shall do 
anything to im pure the obligation of that con­ 
tract. 
And yet those bonds eould not be sold in 
tlu* m arkets of the world to-day, because th e 
road is an experim ent. 
The litture is m ort­ 
gaged and pledged. 
W hen this Governm ent 
shall accom plish its destiny, w hen it shall have 
extended from th e frozen North to the Isthm us, 
then, instead of being the picket line of the Re­ 
public, it shall m ark its interior betw een the 
North and the South. Then’ will those bonds 
have a m arket value in tne m arkets of the 
world, and then will th a t railroad realize at 
sale a sum sufficient to nay it; and 1 am glad 
th at the gentlcniRU brought th at in, because it 
illustrates m y argum ent. 
And there* is where 
all the security and more, too, exists. 
" That the least valuable )«>rtion of th eir road 
has been sold to the A tchison aud Topeka Com­ 
pany for more than one-half the com pany 
claim s the w hole road Is w orth." 
Well now. 
gentlem en, peans are going up all over this 
State, over the fact that the A tlantic and Pacific 
are going tojipcrate the road from the Needles to 
San Francisco, and it is said we are to be em an­ 
cipated: it is like a new em ancipation proclam ­ 
ation. and every body is delighted. 
But It has 
not been 60 days since it was deliberately pro­ 
posed in a public m eeting in this State not to 
vote for the bill providing for the A tlaatic and 
Pacific Railroads com ing into this S ta le st all. 
Now, that road has not been sold, aud the 
learned gentlem an ought not to have fallen into 
that error, because he should know th a t the 
Southern Pacific has no pow er to sell its road to 
auy corporation or anybody. No railroad com ­ 
pany can transfer its road in this State to any 
other corporation, person or Individual. Some 
arrangem ents have been m ade by w hich the 
A tlantic utni Pacific w ill com e in here. Our 
people have never tried to keep any body out of 
this state. They would encourage the building 
of roads in every direction, because th eir future 
safety depends upon the developm ent of this 
stale. They cun not. w ith this State as it stands, 
to-day m aintain against the opposition of o u t­ 
side roads or other system of railroads. They 
m ust depend upon the prosperity of this State, 
and there are* hundreds of piares w here they 
would rejoice and aid in the building of roads. 
I know these things are outside of this ease.

But, gentlem en, w hen lias it 
becom e a crim e in this country for a m an to H|*- 
lieal to tlie Courts of justice? I rem em ber th a t 
the brightest halo throw n around th e Crown 
ofG lon'upon tlie h ead so f our ancestors was tiie 
fact th a t thev had resisted tlie paym ent of ille­ 
gal; tuxe.s. W hen a m an has a right un d er 
the Constitution am i law s of this country to eon- 
test every rlaim th a t has been m ade against 
him , if he contests th a t claim and puts tiis 
propertv out of his hands, il he seeks to evade 
a judgm ent, whv th en it is dishonorable; but all 
along the line of history we have found th at 
this very saíne pow er was tlie m ost dangerous 
timt ever has been w ielded in any country, and 
tiiat it 1ms Ih'Oii considered a virtue* instead of a 
vice to m ake the contest. You have no right to 
say th a t 1 shall pay 81,000 taxes, nor has any 
tribunal th a t ever existed in this country, w ith­ 
out 1 have th e right to question its validity. 
It 
Is a m onstrous doctrine. 
It is like a great m any 
of the new -fangled doctrines th a t are heard in 
tlie land to-day—none so m onstrous, however, 
as 
it 
is. 
T hen, 
again, it is stated 
tiuit 
the 
railroad 
com pany 
have 
refused 
to 
take 
out 
patents 
for 
th eir 
lands, 
in 
order 
th a t

lrom taxation. 
I do nm know w hat that Inis to 
do w ith the question, but it is published broad­ 
cast over this land, and it is absolutely false. 
T he Federal Governm ent has absolute title to 
these lands, and no State G overnm ent Inis a 
right to interfere. 
Now, then, from the very 
hour that we sent th a t road dow n th a t valley 
we have been met bv Mussel slough and every 
other im pedim ent th a t could be throw n In our 
way. 
A lthough these lauds were ours, a» the 
gentlem an says, by as clear and indefensible 
title as this Governm ent could vest in them , yet 
wo have not been perm itted in peace to enjoy 
scarcely a single foot o f th at territory. 
We h « i e 
been 1¡arrasa*» 1 in every Court and before every 
L and Com m issioner by everybody w ho saw tit 
to go upon it, and we cannot get patents for 
those 
lands. 
We 
have 
tried 
our 
best, 
exhausted 
our power, 
to 
have

bill 
passed to com pel tire m aking o f these patent». 
I can produce letters w ritten by m yself to 
Mr. H untington, ami by th e late ii. li. Redding, 
advocating the passage of a Senate Lili to com ­ 
pel tiie I nitcd states to convey these lands, 
th a t w e m ight rem ove from them th e people 
w ho w ere th en enjoying the property w hich 
the G overnm ent had given us for building 
this road, 
nnd w hich 
was 
ours.

not claim 
th a t aiu b o d y upon

our right. 
I do not contend th a t lie should not 
have an opportunity to prove up his claim .

this proporty.it is not to I* said we have refused 
to take our patents. 
Jerom e M adden. Land 
Agent of th e 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad, 
says tlm t lie lias used every effort to get tlie 
lands patented. If we lind a title we could sell 
them and discharge som e of this indebtedness. 
These lands were granted for the purpose of 
constructing these roads, by th e people o f the 
United States, and w hen this bonded indebted­ 
ness shall have been paid off by the proceeds of 
the sale o f these public lands, then those people 
ran claim w hat w ill be a fair incom e upon tlieir 
property. 
it lias been said th a t these m en w ho built 
those roads have becom e w ealthy nnd arrogant. 
Those torn did not com e here in poverty, nor 
were* 
they in 
poverty 
tw enty yeurs ago, 
w hen th i-’road started. All o f them were m en 
of wealth at th a t tim e, nnd not one of them , 
perhaps, but w hat w ould have been w ealthier 
to-day if they had done w hat som e of these 
people are doing who are now how ling against 
them —it they hu*l jnt down and loaned th eir 
m oney at fifteen and tw enty-four per cent, per 
annum , and look m ortgages on i>oor m en’s 
farm s and foreclosed them . 
Is there a line 
to l>e draw n betw een th e rich and the poor? 
It is a crim e against the poor w hen tho gentle­ 
m an ask* fora distinction; for all Iniman e x ­ 
perience show M bnt if th at is m ade the better 
rule w ill be given to w ealth and power, because 
they are m ore active and vigilant. 
Now. we 
are* told this was said in the interest o f justice; 
but It is strange that th e very one w ho tells you 
to-day here, am i publishes it abroad in th e State, 
th at these people are w orth one hundred m il­ 
lions of dollars.w as th e very sam e nm n w ho u n ­ 
der tiie sanctity of his oath as an attorney told 
Mr. Justice Tem ple on tire 27th day of last June 
th at these m en w ere insolvent. 
I don’t believe 
these men. since the day the first locom otive 
crossed th e A m eriean-river bridge, these m en 
have had a dollar they could call tlieir own. 
T hen there is a question about these roads re­ 
verting to the Slate; am i others say they belong 
to the .State. 
Now, if that is so, y.m cannot tax 
them j*t all. During the panic the New York 
Central w ent down in one day from 1 *9 to 114, 
whose term inal grounds in New York city are 
w orth m ore th an all the railroads in this state. 
lie lead affidavits in the Colton ease show ing 
th at they w ere w orth nothing in the estim ation 
of Mrs. Colton and h er attorneys. These values 
are only on paper. The Union i’aeific, a con­ 
necting road. is alm ost gone, and tlie C entral 
Dimitir would have been in th e sam e condition 
Inn! they not risked all they h ad and m ore in 
building the Southern Pacific Railroad. T heji 
say corporations are ruining this State. There 
is "not un honest m an ill this State w ho wishes to 
labor that cannot get bread. A sohool-honsc for 
every child, an insane asylum for every perron 
who has lost his m ind, a hospital for the sick. 
(Mr. Haym ond then briefly gave a historv of 
th e Placer county tax suits and tlie late tax liti­ 
gation, nnd said, we deplore this litigation: wc 
have not been legallv taxed, and so far we have 
won in the Courts. 
Sir. Delmas nnd Mr. liav- 
m ond had some very Dot words in regard to tlie 
bonds of th e Southern Pacific being secured by 
the C entral Pacific, and at one tim e it looked as 
though there was going to be a personal alterca­ 
tion.! 
EVENING SESSION. 


At 7:30 r. M. Mr. Delm as proceeded to reply to 
the argum ent m ade by Mr. Haym ond. 
He said 
his argum ent of Tuesday had not been shaken. 
The railroads m ust be assessed at th eir actual 
value, and m ust be so assessed, no m atter w hat 
tlie action of tlie local Assessor. 
It is conceded 
here lhat in some eases Assessors have substan­ 
tially com plied w ith th eir duty. The best of tax 
laws can but approxim ate to the desirable end, 
equal taxation. U nder your oaths of office it is 
your duty now to assess railroad property at its 
actual 
value. 
and 
if 
local 
Assessors 
have 
not 
done 
th eir 
duty 
you 
m ust 
raise 
them 
to 
th eir 
proper 
value. 
He 
discussed the value of the m ortgage o f the 
road, its costs, incom e and bonds at length, 
going over the entire ground nnd reading the 
sam e authorities tlm t he did on Tuesday. 
He 
took tiie re-ports o f tlie road from 1875. and read 
th eir official statem ent of affairs year by year to 
the present tim e. After m aking m any lengthy 
m athem atical calculations, he told the Board

O u r P lu m b in g . 
E ds. R e c o rd -U n io n : Now that our effi­ 
cient H ealth Officer, w ith his deputies, are 
actively and earnestly at w ork under the 
direction of the Sanitary Vigilance Com­ 
m ittee in cleansing our city, let us not for­ 
get th at other source o f danger referred to 
by Dr. Cluness, v iz : tlie plum bing. 
The 
attentive reader cannot have failed to ob­ 
serve that in preventive medicine, as re­ 
m arked by tlie doctor, lies our safety. The 
aphorism , “ A 11 ounce o f prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” never applied 
with more force than it does to-day. nor 
has its truthfulness been halfconiprehended 
in sanitary m atters. If it lie true (and who 
doubts it j th at m uch of our plum bing 
would seem to have been constructed with 
the view of inviting foal gases into our 
houses instead of keeping them out, surely 
the subject is w orthy o f consideration and 
action. 
Self-preservation being the first 
law of nature, it occurred to m e that the 
majority of our citizens require but to have 
defects intelligently pointed out to them , 
when they would at once rcmedv the 
evil. 
' 
In the ease o f hotels, boarding-houses, 
restaurants 
and public lodging-houses, 
-ome 
opposition 
m ight 
be 
encoun­ 
tered, but such could 
lie 
compelled 
to adopt the necessary precaution for the 
health of their guests. T he owner of a the­ 
ater or other public building, is compelled 
' 
law t<> have sufficient m eans of egress 
to perm it the speedy exit o f its occupants 
in case of tire; the city authorities prevent 
the construction of unsafe buildings, o r 
when such are constructed and injury is 
sustained bv their occupants, the owner is 
niuicted in heavy damages- our citizens 
w ithin certain lim its are forbidden by law 
to construct wooden buildings, because 
they endanger the property of others; why, 
then, should any citizen be allowed to s o 
«instruct, m uch less m aintain, his plum b­ 
ing in ■-uch a m anner as to he detrim ental 
to the health of the com m unity? 
In the 
one case we can see the danger; in the 
other, by far the greater of tlie two, the 
enemy is so subtle as to elude our observa­ 
tion. 
Its effects are only brought to our 
notice in the form of a doctor's and nurse's 
bill. 111 the long and anxious waiting for the 
recovery of a loved one, or in tlie payment 
of funeral expenses and the life-long deso­ 
lation of a once happy home. 
These arc the penalties we are daily pay­ 
ing for this neglect of rational means for 
the prevention of disease. The doctor may 
well say that preventable diseases swell 
our m ortality. Go as I did and examine 
the records anil sec for yourself the fatality 
resulting therefrom , and tell us w hether or 
not a thorough 
reconstruction of our 
plum bing is not im peratively demanded, in 
addition to the cleansing of privies, cess­ 
pools. cellars, and all other low and disease- 
breeding places. 
W hether or not the exotics w hich are 
now slaughtering the innocents in France. 
Italy anil Mexico shall ever reach us, no 
one can tell, but of tliis we are assured, the 
only method known by which their deadly 
effects can be modified wherever they ap­ 
pear, is by cleanliness.
